From the 
best sources I gather the impression che 
negotiations for a treaty with Spcin will be 
long. The chief obstacle will be the tariff 
referring to the Philippine Islands. 

Efforts will be made by Spain to adjourn 
that part by making later an additional 
schedule for it. The fact is that Spain before 
negotiating about commercial relations with 
the Philippines wishes to study the situa- 
tion there. On the other hand, the Spanish 
producers, judging the Cuban market lost 
for them, will make every effort to preserve 
the Philippines market almost exclusively 
for Spain. Both in Spanish and American 
official circles, however, it is estimated the 
Spanish treaty comes second in interest, 
while deep interest is shown in having the 
treaty between the United States and Cuba 
negotiated very soon, if possible before the 
15th of April. | 

To Create a Sentiment. 

The interest in having the Cuban treaty 
concluded early lies in the necessity of 
creating in the United States a commer- 
cial conservative support for the preserva- 
tion of peace in Cuba as against the jingoist 
element, which is sure to create a new agi- 
tation in Chambers and country ty April 
15, when danger of the importation of yel- 
low fever in small filibuster craft from 
Cuba will be renewed if the rebellion is not 


subdued by then. The creation of a new. 


anti-Cuban element in the United States 
by the conclusion of a commercial treaty 
is considered necessary in order to fight 
such coming agitation. 

The government has made _ sem!i-official 
decdarations stating that the voyage of the 


Montgomery is as peaceful as the Maine’s, 


the purpose being to show to the insurgents 
that the friendly relations between the 
United States and Spain are now consolidat- 
ed. This has cooled down the excitement so 
far as to make the independent paper, Liber- 
al, print an article congratulating the govern- 
ment on the voyage of the Montgomery, but 
the yellow press refuses to be persuaded that 
the voyages of American warships mean the 
consolidation of friendship. 


Advises Watching of Filibusters. 

El Heraldo, the organ of Sefior Canalejas, 
who recently returned from a voyage to the 
United States and Cuba, publishes an arti- 
cle saying Spain must send destroyers to 
American ports, chiefly to Jacksonville, so 
as to relieve the American navy and the 
revenue cutters from the duty of watching 
suspected filibuster vessels. The Spanish 
destroyers have thrice the speed of any fill- 
buster vessel and more speed than any war- 
ship. El Heraldo also points to the fact 
that the United States not only sends more 
warships and keeps a fleet in the neighbor- 
hood of Cuba, but also retains three war- 
ships in the Mediterranean in anticipatior of 
future events.

PAIR SEX IN BATTLE 


Towa Women in Dispute Over 


Eee Equal Suffrage. 


DO NOT MINCE PHRASES. 


Leaders of Opposing Factions In- 
dulge in Bitter Debate. 


SARCASM MET WITH HISSES. 


Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—The 
forces for and against woman suffrage met 
in the arena in a Senate committee-room 
today. At one side sat twenty-two men, the 
members of the committees of the two 
Houses to which has been referred the reso- 
lution for a constitutional amendment which 
shall strike the word “‘ male” from the con- 
stitution of lowa. Hundreds of women and 
not a few members of the Legislature filled 
the remaining vacant space in the commit- 
tee-room and: the rooms and corridors ad- 
joining. The contest was from first to last 
an interesting one, and the men rather en- 
joyed listening to the debate and realizing 
that for once they could sit back and 
watch the shafts of sarcasm sharpened with 
politeness that flew:back and forth. There 
were hosts of supporters of both sides of the 
question among the women present, and 
daintily gloved hands clapped applause, and 
once or twice there came sounds from femi- 
nine lips which were dangerously iike 
hisses. 

Miss Hay for the suffragists announced as 
their first speaker Mrs. Mary Coggeshall of 
Des Moines, President of the Elk County 
Equal Suffragist society. This society, she 
said, had been in existence for twenty-seven 
years, and had missed but one meeting in 
that time. Mrs. Coggeshall said: 

** If we accept the account given in Genesis 
that woman set the world up in the clothing 
business and furnished fig !eaves for herself 
and her husband, why is it she doesn’t own 
her own clothes at this day? We are met 
with the taunt that we want to wear men’s 
clothing. We have always worn men’s 
clothing, according to the law, and the suf- 
fragist wants the right to wear her own.” 
{ Laughter. 

Mrs. Evelyn H. Belden of Sioux City, one 
of the representatives of the Suffrage asso- 
ciation, who has charze of the work before 
the Legislature, was the next speaker. She 
said they had not come asking a suffrage 
bill, but had asked that the question should 
be. submitted to the people for their ex- 
pression at the polls. She said there were 
250 equal suffrage clubs in lowa and tnat 
these clubs pay a greater amount of dues to 
the national association than any other 
State in the union. “ This indicates,” she 
said, *‘ that we are sound financially and are 
perhaps the only party in lowa that can say 


this.”” 
An Apple of Discord. 


Miss Emily Stowe of Des Moines was the 
first to. speak for the anti-suffragists. She 
said the men had been disposed to grant 
the women about all they wanted in the 
way of needful laws and they did not want 
this ‘“‘apple of discord,” as she called the 
ballot, thrust upon them. Continuing the 
gpeaker said: ‘ We are the ‘ ragged rem- 
nant,’ as Matthew Arnold would call it, on 
account of our small numbers of 300,000, 
yea, and more women in homes and in se- 
clusion from Maine to California who feel 
in their hearts the sentiments we give voice 
to.”” She said that the cry, *‘ Give us the 
right .to vote,’ had become a shibboleth 
with the suffragists, but right when pitted 
against expediency is nil. It had been 
claimed that women would purify the bal- 
lot, but there were passions, such as ambi- 
tion and jealousy, which would rankle in 
the breasts of: women and work *egainst 
the uplifting of politics and against the in- 
terests of home. But it has been‘said that 
women are categoried with paupers, lu- 
natics, and idiots. True, there were at one 
time among the old blue laws some that 
bore unjustly upon women, but they are 
mostly swept away. If there are some 
things we don’t like, how can we be cer- 
tain that the shoe will-not pinch somewhere 
else with women at the helm. There is no 
perfect system except the solar’‘and the 
Almighty takes care of that.’’ 

The speaker referred to the fact that 

nesse is a power with women and what it 
might accomplish if it was used to supple- 
ment_the plans of unscrupulous men. Wom- 
en as wire pullers also received attention 
and in conclusion she said: | 

Mrs. H. A. Foster next took the floor. After 
acknowledging the modesty of the suffra- 
gists in asking for only thirty minutes she 
said the representatives of the suffragists 
had come “as representatives of the vast 
majority of unorganized, contented wives 
and mothers—those women, who, in the 
towns and on the broad prairies of this fair 
commonwealth, are quietly and happily fill- 
ing what to them is the ideal life of woman, 
the making and caring for home and family 
—the solacing and cheering of fathers and 
husbands in their arduous labors. 

** But when one talks of those things,”’ she 
continued, with a.fine sarcasm, ‘“‘ when one 
talks of sentiment and home duties the wom- 
en on the other side sneer. They appear té 
think there is nothing noble in such duties 
unless the ballot accompanies them. [Hisses . 
and applause. ] 


Distasteful Duties of Citizenship. 


On the subject of the resolution now pend- 
ing, Mrs. Foster said: ‘‘ We believe the res- 
olution now before you would be overwhe!m- 
ingly defeated at the polls, but we object to 
its submission at the present time on the 
ground that the women of the State have 
given the question but little thought. They 
have as yet made no sign that this innova- 
tion is desired by them, but have looked 
upon it as an absurd vagary, and trusted to 
the chivalry of the men, who, as they be- 
lieved, would be slow and reluctant to im- 
pose upon them political duties both arduous 
and distasteful bécause out of harmony with 
those other duties imposed by nature which 
women cannot evade and men cannot per- 
form. The question of female suffrage has 
reen before the peeple of lowa for twenty- 
five years and it met with poor success until 
the paid agitator and lobbyist was brought 
into the field. It is, perhaps, proper that 
some allusion be made to the numerous pe- 
titions in favor of woman suffrage which 
have been presented to the Legislature and 
which bear the signatures not of mature 
women only but also of men, of immature 
boys and girls, and even of the dead. I 
mention the latter class because these peti- 
tions have been many years in preparation, 
and a large number of original signers have 
passed away, leaving their signatures to be 
used in a way which they no doubt by this 
time sadly régret.”’ 

“No one can reasonably assert that any 
present necessity exists for the imposition 
upon women of the distasteful duties of,ac- 
tive citizenship simply because a small 
though noisy and persistent minority of am- 
bitious persons think they want to.” 

Continuing, she said: ‘‘ We believe the 
arguments in favor of female suffrage—all of 
them—are illogical, sophistical, and wholly 
insufficient to justify such a radical change 
in the organic law of the State as is pro- 
posed by this resolution, a measure unwar- 
ranted unless there is unmistakable evidence 
that women in considerable majority de- 
mand it, and irrational unless there is con- 
vinecing proof that the result will be bene- 
ficial, neither of which there is at present 
any just reason to believe. When a change 
so extreme is desired and demanded by the 
women of this State it will be necessary to 
import hired propagandists from other 
States to tell us how miserable we are, to 
work us up to the proper pitch of discontent, 
and to endeavor to confuse and befog the 
legislators with their importunities. The 
services cf professional female lobbyists 
and politicians to implore men to leave the 
safe precedents of the past and engage in 
wild political experiment, from the evil ef- 
fects of which they themselves would not 
suffer, and to inform Iowa legislators how to 
legislate for Iowa homes and Iowa women, 
will not then be necessary.” [Applause from 
the “ antis.’’]

GOTHAM WANTS A FAIR. 


SCHEME TO COMMEMORATE THE 
GREATER CITY’S BIRTH. | 


Movement Already Started in the Leg- 
islature to Authorize the Formation 
of an Exposition Company—Gigantic 
Exhibition Is Planned—Arts and 
Sciences to Be Fully Represented— 
Snub to Senator Burrows—Ohio Mar- 

Regulations. 


Albany, N. ¥., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—Senator 
MeNulty introduced in the Senate this morn- 
ing a bill for an exhibition of the arts and 
sciences to commemorate the creaticn of 
Greater New York. The bill provides that 
an exhibition of arts, sciences, manufactures, 
and products of the soil, mine, and sea, shall 
be held in the City of New York for such 
period during 1901 as the Board of Commis- 
sioners shall determine, in commemoration 
of the creation of the Greater New York. 
The exhibition shall be under the control 
and management of a board of twenty- 
four commissioners. 

The commissioners shall have power to de- 


termine the plan and scope of the exhibition, - 


may request exhibits from the United States 
government, from other States, and from 
foreign countries, and invite all to appoint 
separate boards of commissioners tec co- 
operate with the board. 
cause to be erected such buildings and other 
structures and substructures as it shal! deem 
necessary and expedient. 

For the payment of the expenses to be in- 
curred the Controller of the City of New 
York shall issue corporate sto¢k of the city, 
redeemable in not less than ten nor more 
than thirty years from the date of issuo, not 
exeeding $2,000,000. To provide additional 
funds the commissioners may issue scrip cer- 
tifleates payable from the receipts der!ved 
from such exhibition after the expenses are 
paid. Such scrip shall bear interest at not 
exceeding 4 per cent and shall be sold at not 
less than par and shall not exceed $5,000,000. 

All eyes were on the Assembly, for it 
had been stated that the ways and means 
investigation bill, giving the Governor 
the power to appoint a commission 
outside the members of the Legislature, 
would ceme up for action. Several calls of 
the House were enforced before the final 
vote was secured, which was: Yeas, 77; 
nays, 66. The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where it will displace a similar bill and take 
its place on the order of third reading. 

The Democratic side during the course of 
the debate insisted that the triumphant De- 
mocracy would take up the investigation of 
the canal improvements scandal when the’ 
whitewashing committee which the bill pro- 
vided for was through. Leader Nixon re- 
torted for the Republicans that the State 
issue of the Democrats this year would not 
be on the canals, for the accredited leader, 
Senator Murphy, had cast their lot for them 
when he voted for the Teller resolution, 
and that the fight would be similar to that 
of «1896. 

In the Senate today Mr. Brush introduced 
a resolution of censure directed at Edward 
Murphy Jr., United States Senator from 
this State. The preamble of the resolution 
alleges that the State of New York “has 
been grossly misrepresented by one of its 
Senators,’’ who cast his vote for the Teller 
resolution, “‘ thus aiding in the enunciation 
of principles called to foster distrust and 
disaster to the financial and business inter- 
ests of the State.”’

MAY REGULATE MARRIAGES. 


Bill Introduced in the Ohio Legislature 
for a State Board of Ex- 
aminers. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 3.—[Special. 
sentative Parker of this 
a bill which he wil introduce into the Gen- 
eral Assembly next week prescribing who 
shall and who ghall not marry. It provides 
for a State board of three examiners, to be 
appointed by the Governor, and a board in 
each county, to be appointed by the Probate 
Court. Both parties to an application for a 
marriage license would be required to sub- 
mit to a.physical and mental examination 
by the board of the county in which the 
parties sought the hymeneal altar. 

The examination would touch the follow- 
ing subjects: Strong tendency of the appli- 
cant to hereditary insanity; habitual drunk- 
enness, criminal record, tendency towards 
crime or a liability to inherit a criminal in- 
clination, imbecility, mental or physical con- 
stitutional diseases that might be trans- 
mitted to the progeny. The presence of any 
of these diseases or hereditary disability 
wouid bar the applicant from the right of 
marriage. A fee of $5 per couple would be 
authorized, which would go to the examin- 
ing board. In case the parties were not sat- 
isfied with the finding of the county board 
the parties would have the gv of appeal 
to the State board, but would have to pay a 
fee of $25 to that board. 

Parker says that this plan alone will put 
a stop to the alarming increase of insanity, 
crime, and the gradual decline of the human 
family from a physical standpoint, He ex- 
pects to have the support of the medical 
fraternity of the State in his effort to secure 
the enactment of the bill into a law.

OPPOSED TO BIG BANKS, — 


They Aim to Teach the Street 
Car Company a Lesson. | 


TRAFFIC DELAYED AN HOUR. 


Obstruction Finally Removed by a@ 
Train of Seven Cars. 


TROUBLE MAY BE RENEWED TODAY 


Oak Park merchants have determined to 
bring the Cicero and Previso Street railway 
company te time and compel it to cart away 
the snow thrown in piles along the tracks as 
provided by ordinance. Those doing busi- 
ness at Lake and Marion streets turned out 
yesterday and shoveled the snow back on 
tue tracks, blockading traffic for more than 
an hour and causing the company much 
trouble. Twelve west-bound afd several 
east-bound cars were blocked, and it took 
the combined power of seven cars to force a 
way through the obstacle, and then amid 
difficulties harder to overcome than those 
encountered in the late storms. There was 
no disturbance warranting the intervention 
of the police, but the novel warfare called 
out a crowd of 500 persons, who took part 


in snowballing the crews when they attempt-. 


ed to push and shovel a way through the 
great banks of snow. 

The trouble has been brewing since the 
last snow-storm. Snowplows and sweepers 
Swept the snow off the tracks in Lake street 
on to the sides of the street, where it was 
banked up from three to five feet high. When 
a merchant who uses teams wanted to back 
& wagon up to the sidewalk the snow had to 
be cleared away at his own expense. 

- This state of affairs lasted until a few in- 
dignant merchants decided it was time to 
take stringent measures. At 7 o'clock in the 
evening R. S. Brown of the firm of Snyder 
& Brown, at Marion and Lake streets, start- 
ed at the snow in front of his barber shop, 
and several joined him, The snowbanks at 
the sides were quickly transferred to the 
west-bound track. 

A car came along on its way to Maywood, 
in charge of Conductor Gurney and Motor- 
man Warner. The latter brought his car up 


to the snow fortress and stopped., The barri- ) 


cade was five feet high, and the workers kept 
on adding to the pile. Motorman Warner 
backed his car, and then started ahead to 


charge the embankment. The car bumped . 


into the snow and stopped, while the crowd 
laughed, and a small boy shied a snowball 
at the motorman. Other cars drew up behind 
the first. Conductor Russell of the second 
car secured a shovel. He came back and 
started to clear the track. When the crowd 
realized his intention he was assailed by a 
fusillade of snowballs until he was forced to 
return to the car. 

There were twelve cars in line shortly 
after 9 o’clock on the west-bound track, and 
three on the other track, when seven cars 
were coupled together. The train backed 
slowly toward Forest avenue, and then, with 
levers at the top notch, the seven cars start 
ed toward the obstacle at full speed. The 
impetus carried the train half way through 
the bank. Once more the cars backed out 
‘and returned to the attack. This time the 
combined force of the seven cars was equal 
to the emergency and the train went 
through in safety. 

It ae nearly 10 o’clock before the last 

‘lated car went through, and the crowd 

spersed.

LONG CRUISE OF THE MOHICAN. 


Training Ship Will Spend at Least 
Eight Months in the South 
Pacific? 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—The itinerary 
for the cruise of the training ship Mohican 
to Samoa and elsewhere has been arranged 
as far as it now can be at the Navy de- 
partment. The ship is to leave San Fran- 
cisco as soon as it secures 125 apprentice

CAUCUS WITH THE WEST. 


Opposition Ticket to Potter Is 
Likely to Be Made. 


GIDEON NOW AT THE HEAD. 


Delegates from the Illinois Division of the 
League of American Wheelmen met last 
night at the Monroe Restaurant and dis- 
cussed the attitude to be taken at the na- 
tional assembly, to be held next week at St. 
Louis. Although the delegation will go to 


| St. Louis unpledged, according to the in- 


structions of the annual meeting, the senti- 
ment last night plainly showed that the del- 
egates were not particularly favorable to the 
re#lection of President Potter, and, on the 
other hand, they, looked forward to the can- 
didacy of George D. Gideon. 

In fact, one delegate who was counted 
upon as a Potter man exerienced a change 
of heart, and a caucus will be held with 
the Western divisions to. see what can be 
done in the way of another ticket. Every- 
thing points to a concentration of the West 
on George D. Gideon. The mention of his 
name by Charles E. Randall and William 
Malley was received with applause at last 
‘night's meetireg. 

The Illinois division delegates will leave on 
Tuesday night at 10:10 over the Illinois Cen- 
tral with the Maine, New Hampshire, and 
Massachusetts divisions, and an under- 
standing regarding the opposition ticket will 
almost surely be arrived at before the dele- 
gates enter the convention at St. Louis. 


Potter Men Speak First. 


At the meeting last night, after a banquet, 
Chief Consul William H. Arthur announced 
the purpose of the meeting and called upon 
Burley B. Ayers and T. F. Sheridan, as 
President Potter's chief supporters, to open 
for the affirmative. Mr. Sheridan spoke first 
and caused a surprise by his remarks, as it 
was éxpected he would make a Potter 
speech. He didn't. 

Mr. Sheridan said the interests of the IIlli- 
nois division were paramount and condi- 
tions ought to be obtained to build up and 
harmonize Western interests... He said it 
looked to him as if there would be opposition 
to Potter. He concluded by saying that 
whichever candidate could do Illinois the 
most good should be voted for. If Potter, 
support him; if not, somebody else. 

Fred Gerlach spoke next. He said the 
present condition of affairs was chaotic. 
There was opposition and sentiment against 
Potter, but the question was, Would it con- 
centrate? He argued that the division 
should work for the amendmertt allowing 
professionals to be members of the league. 

It was also thought he would speak for 
Gideon, as he is known as one of his stanch- 
est supporters, but everybody seemed afraid 
to tackle the question and Chief Consul 
Arthur did some little talking before the 
debate switched around to that question. 


Potter’s Two Offers. 


Mr. Arthur announced the two proposi- 
tions that had been held out by the Potter- 
ites to secure the support of Illinois. The 
first was a telegram as follows: 

* Will Illinais support ticket, Potter, Con- 
nolly, Kireker?’’ 

Mr. Arthur answered that the delegation 
would go unpledged and that inasmuch as 
Chicago had the best claim for representa- 
tion on the ticket if any were given he was 
not in favor of Mr. Connolly, whose city, 
Danville, had a membership of only forty- 
five. He said Illinois was not entitled to 
ask any office and was not demanding one. 
A second telegram came’ from George Mc- 
Carthy of New York asollows: - 

“Name Illinois man for Second Vice 

President on Potter ticket. Your last 
chance. Election assured.” 
_ Mr. Arthur said this was too important a 
step for him to take alone without con- 
sulting the division and the implied pledge 
to support Potter being in violation of in- 
structions this was not done. The offices 
had been hawked about, he said, among the 
divisions and Illinois had been snubbed. 
Illinois needed a national office in Chicago 
to do missionary work for the league where 
there was the greatest ficid. The last mvuve 
of the Potter faction in tendering the plaee 
to Hines of Detroit was also mentioned. 


Ayers Makes a Speech. 


Burley B. Ayers then sprang a small-si 
Potter boom. Mr. Potter had told aga 
didn’t-want anything from the West, and 
that if the Transportation committee's re- 
port was forthcoming at the proper time it 
would be all that he required of him. Mr. 
Ayers spoke enthusiastically in Potter’s 
favor and asserted his election was sure. 

The advisability of working in a Second 
Vice President on the Potter ticket was dis- 
cussed, but as T. F’. Sheridan said Potter had 
told him by long-distance telephone he was 

completely tied up the matter was dropped 
and the question of who to support was 
taken up gingerly. 

William C. Malley started the question by 
suggesting that it should be ascertained 
what could be done with an opposition ticket 
and what chances George D. Gideon would 
have against Potter. 

Charles E. Randall followed him, saying 
he preferred the Philadelphia man for the 
Presidency of the league, and said a caucus 
of Western divisions should be held to see 
what can be done. He spoke of the possibil- 
ity of trades and of the uncertainty of the 
‘convention, and asserted he didn't believe 
Potter had a ‘cinch,’ as other people had 
been elected before conventions and defeated 
in them. 

There was a tacit agreement reached to 
caucus with the eight Western divisions 
who have agreed to go to St. Louis un- 
pledged, and with the bitter opposition to 
Potter of Colorado and other Western divis- 
ions there is Jittle question but that another 
ticket backed by a big Western vote and 
by Massachusetts and other Eastern divis- 
ions and scattering votes will be in the field 
and that the liveHest campaign ever waged 
in a league assembly will be seen. 

A roll call of the delegates who will go 
to St. Louis was taken and arrangements 
for the trip were made.

The raid was a surprise. The poolroom 
men knew that something of the kind was 
to come off, but they did not supposé that # 
would take place so soon.

The raid will not be sufficient to drive the 
poolroom from Dupage County, so the op 
erators say. Arrests and fines are mer 
trifles, and business will probably be te 
sumed in a few days. It will be necessary 
for the village authorities of Elmhurst te 
secure an injunction, and this they are al 
ready preparing to do. Profiting by thelr 
last experience, they will seek to have the 
injunction made perpetual and thus drive 
out the paolroom for all time.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 3.—[{Special. ]—Boston 
nae practically recovered its normal condi- 
tiom after the storm of Tuesday, but the 
effects are everywhere visible, and although 
street cars are running on all except the 
minor lines, and the steam roads have ger- 
erally resumed the running of their trains, 
the telegraph and telephone service is still 
badly crippled. 

At Winter Hill, four miles out of Boston, 
on the Boston and Maine road, there was 
a bad smash early this morning on account 
of the disturbed. condition of things. En- 
gines were running “ by the rule books.” 
A croWded local train had stopped at the 
Station, when an express came up behin4 
and telescoped the rear car. The forward 
car of the express was split. Six people 
were seriously injured, two of whom may 
die. Thirty were more or less hurt. ‘The 
track was blocked for hours. Several other 
collisions occurred at various points in New 
England, with some destruction of rolling 
stock, but no fatalities. 


Twenty-fohr Perish at Sem

ported is now twenty-four. Two schooners, 
the George A. Upton and the David A. 
Osier, both of Gloucester, were driven 
ashore at Plymouth, but their crews were 
saved.

Charles Klein Shot and Prob- 
ably Fatally Wounded. | 


CHASE OF MANY BLOCKS, 


James S. Savage of the Groveland 
Hotel Pursues Him. 


BURGLAR REFUSES TO HALT. 


_ Charles Klein, 311 Clark street, who was 
discovered in the apartments of Manager 
James 8. Savage of the Groveland Hotel, 
Thirty-first street and Groveland avenue, 
yesterday afternoon, was shot and probably 
fatally wounded by Mr. Savage after a 
chase of several blocks. The wounded man 


is now at the County Jail Hos- 
pital, and the physicians attending 
him say that he cannot recover. 


He gave his name to the police as Fred Mil- 
ler, but from marks on his laundry and two 
tatooed initials on his arm his name was 
thought to be C. Klein. At the hospital he 
admitted this was his name. 

During the chase after the fugitive he was 
coatless, having eluded Mr. Savage by slip- 
ping from his coat and dropping it to the 
pavement in Groveland avenue. Klein was 
fleet of foot and by.the time Mr. Savage 
reached the street in pursuit he had gaineda 
block. Savage ran a short distance and then 
hailed a sleigh driven by a boy, and renewed 
the pursuit. The chase extended along 
Groveland avenue from Thirty-first to Thir- 
ty-fourth street and through alleys until the 
fugitive was finally corsalled. Even then he 
broke away, and Savage drew a revolver 
and fired, wounding his man, who was twen- 
ty feet distant. 


Hears a Man in His Rooms. 

The apartments of Mr. Savage are on the 
third floor of the Groveland Hotel. He left 
his rooms shortly before 5 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon to oversee some work which was be- 
ing done by the janitor and negiected to close 
the main door of the apartment. When he 
returned a few minutes later he heard some 
one walking in the rooms. As he entered to 
make an investigation he heard the bathroom 
door close. Savage stood at the door and 
waited until it was opened. The intruder, 
who was Klein, came face to face with Sav- 
age, and wren the latter demanded his busi- 
ness he said he had been hunting fora friend 
in -he building and entered the wrong flat. 
Savage grasped him by the arm and too him 
down-stairs, where he was closely ques- 
tioned. Miller still insisted that he had en- 
tered the wrong flat, and said he had call 
to see a friend by the name of Johnson. 
bellboy, he declared, had directed him to go 
to *he third floor. 

Every bellboy in the place was summoned 
before Klein, and all of them declared they 
hai never seen the man before. 


Goes After a Policeman. 

Savage then declared he would have Klein 
locked up as a thief, and he led him into 
the office of the hotel, fronting on the floor 
of the Groveland avenue side, where he 
guarded his prisoner while a bellboy went 
in search of a policeman. As Miller stepped 
Into the office he dropped a skeleton key, 
which was picked up by Savage. He de- 
clared that he would readily submit to ar- 
rest and seemed so sincere in his protesta- 
tions of innocence that Savage was thrown 
off his guard and allowed his prisoner to 
walk about the room without paying much 
attention to him. 

While his back was turned upon Klein 
Savage heard a window being thrown open, 
and when he faced about he saw his pris- 
oner climbing out. Savage ran to the win- 
dow in time to grasp Klein by the coat, but 
the man wrenched himself out of this article 
of apparel and then dropped to the side- 
walk, six feet below. He then darted south 
in Groveland avenue. Savage drew a re- 
volver and commanded Klein to halt, but 
the latter paid’ no attention to the order. 
The manager ran from the hotel and when 
he reached the sidewalk Klein was at Thir- 
ty-second street. 


Wild Chase in a Sleigh. 

When Savage reached Thirty-second 
street Klein had disanpeared, having ran 
into an alley. Savage was on the point of 
giving up the chase when he noticed a sleigh 
belonging to Stitz Bros., grocers, and driven 
by a boy, approaching. When he explained 
that he was chasing a thief the boy agreed 
to use the sleigh in aiding him. — 

Savage jumped into the cutter,‘and, dash- 
ing along Thirty-second street, they turned 
into the alley where Klein had gone, and he 
was sighted as he turned into Thirty-third 
street. Klein was at Thirty-third street and 
Rhodes avenue when the sleigh reached the 
mouth of the alley, and when4t turned into 
Rhodes avenue the fugitive was near Tiirty- 
fourth street. At Thirty-fourth street he 
again turned west and ran into an alley 
between Rhodes and Vernon avenues, thence 
into a yard. Savage jumped from the sieigh 
and foilowed him afoot. Klein dodged 
around a house and ran back to the alley. 
Savage jumped into the sleigh again, and 
when Klein perceived this he darted back 
into the yard from which he had just 
emerged. 

Savage turned the sleigh and drove to 
Rhodes avenue, and he reached the front of 
the place into which the fugitive had gone 
as Klein appeared. Sav&ge then stopped 
the sleigh, drew his revolver, and ordered 
Klein to stop, but the latter continued his 
flight, going north in Rhodes avenue. Sav- 
age then fired two shots. The first bullet 
did not have any effect, but at the second 
shot Klein began limping. He continued 
running, however, and turned the corner at 
Rhodes avenue. Savage ordered the boy to 
pursue him again. When the sleigh reached 
Thirty-fourth street it swerved around the 
corner with such force that the shaft was 

roken and the sleigh tipped OVer. Savage 
crawled from under the sleigh and started 
after Klein, but he had disappeared. 

A report of the matter was made at the 
Stanton Avenue Police Station, and some 
time later Klein was found under a stair~ 
way at 3349 South Park avenue. 


Well Known to the Police. 

Charles Klein is well known to the Chi- 
cago police, having been arrested a number 
of times. Four years ago he was arrested 
by Sergeant Thomas Howard of detective 
headquarters on a charge of robbing the 
house of a physician in Dearborn avenue. 
He was convicted and sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. Making his good time 
he only remained in the penitentiary: three 
years and nine months and was recently re- 
jeased. 

speaking of Klein, Sergeant Howard 
said: 

* Klein"is a desperate man and would 
take any chance to escape arrest. 
the time I arrested him he had never been 
convicted, although arrested a number of 
times on various charges. He could not 


have left the penitentiary more than a! 


month ago and I suppose his desperate ef- 
fort to escape was because of his fear of 
conviction under the habitual criminal act 
should he fall into the hands of the police.”

work almost naked. There is one large shop 


where, according to the men employed there,

NUNS SAVE PUPILS FROM PANIC. 


St. Nicholas Church, Evanston, Burned 


but School Children in Base- 
ment March Out. 


The self-possession of the four sisters in 
charge of the parochial school of St. Nicholas 
Catholic Church, Evanston, yesterday, pre- 
vented a panic among the 160 children who 
‘were in the building. when the fire was dis- 
covered. Although the pupils escaped in 
safety Sister Martha, who entered the chan- 
cel to save the altar decorations, was over- 
come by the smoke, and was carried from the 
building by Sisters Justine, Corona, and 
Crescentia, and Father Bierman. George 
Hargrave, a fireman, was also overcome. 
He fell on broken glass and received severe 
cuts. 

The loss on the church and the parish 
house adjoining is $21,500, partially insured. 
The church was burned to the ground. An- 
other structure, to cost $50,000, will be built 
at once, 

Just before the midday recess of the school 
Sister Justine, one of the nuns in charge, 
saw smoke coming from the furnace-room. 
She told the other sisters and they found 
that the furnace had set fire to the surround- 
ing woodwork and that the flames were 
eating through the floor under the altar 
above. They told the children to prepare to 
go home. ; 

“There will be no more school this morn- 
ing,” Sister Justine said. “ Get your hats 
and coats and leave as quickly and quietly as 
you can.” 

In a few moments the room had been 
cleared of pupils. 

Nicholas Miller, the old engineer who was 
burned in the Grosse Point fire on Wednes- 
day evening, will probably lose his sight. 
Physicians who examined his eyes yesterday 
morning said that they were burneil so se- 
verely that there was little hope of saving 
them. 


FACE DEATH TO MAKE ARREST. 


Three Policemen Have a Ex- 
perience in Capturing John Allen, 
Colored. 


Three policemen from the West Chicago 
Avenue Station yesterday morning stood be- 
fore an enraged negro, who held a loaded re- 
volver in their faces, and parleyed with him 
until he was off his guard. Then they rushed 
in, took the revolver away from him, and 
put him under arrest. 

John Alten, a brother of the Allen who 
killed Policemen Wright and Mulvihill at 
Austin avenue and Halsted street: thirteen 
years ago, was the man taken. He was 
wanted for assaulting his mother, 65 years 
old, early in the morning at 67 Emerson ave- 
nue. He knocked her down with a whisky 
bottle, it is said, fracturing her jaw and in- 
fligting injuries from which the attending 
physician says paralysis will result.

LIV ES ONLY FOR AN HOUR 


Strives to Drag Horse Off Track 
and Is Crushed. 


WAGON IS HURLED UPON HIM. 


Christ Grogan, an aged flagman, was fatal- 
ly hurt early last night in trying to save the 
life of Patrick Morris, whose wagon was 
struck by a freight engine. The accident 
occurred at the ke Shore and Michigan 
Southern railway grade crossing in Fortieth 
street. Morris jumped from his wagon as 
the iocomotive crashed into it and escaped 
injury. Grogan, however, was buried under 
the wrecked vehicle and shoved along the 
track several rods. When picked up he was 
still alive, but died an hour later in Mercy 
Hospital, where he was taken by the police 
ambulance. 

Morris was driving west on Fortieth street 
as a switching engine drawing several cars 
was going south. The flagman waved his 
signal to the grocer, who misunderstood it 
and hesitated before driving ahead. The 
flagman, who had at first indicated that the 
grocer could safely drive ahead of the on- 
coming train, then reversed his signal so 
positively that Morris misinterpreted it as 
a summons to come forward quickly. 

The grocer whipped up his animal, which 
jumped forward towards the track. The 
flagman ran-in front of the animal in an en- 
deavor to stop it, but the horse dashed for- 
ward, almost throwing the aged man to the 
ground. 

Grogan had sufficient presence of mind to 
see that the only safety for Morris was to 
pass in front of the engine, which was then 
but a few feet away, took the horse by the 
bit, and endeavored to pull it over the tracks. 
The frightened animal tugged and suddenly 
leaped forward, throwing the g2eman to 
one side. 

The wagon was on the tracks as the engine 
struck it, and as the flagman had not had 
time to get away after he had tried to iead 


the horse he was struck by the wagon and 


borne to the ground. 

The efigineer had made every endeavor to 
slacken the speed of hfs engine when he saw 
the danger, but the locomotive rolled cn- 
ward, pushing before it the wagon which 
ground beneath it the body of the old man. 

Morris had leaped in safety from the 
tracks, and, after securing his horse, as- 
sisted in removing the débris of the vehicle 
from the body of the unconscious flagman. 
The old man was taken to Mercy Hospital. 

Grogan was 62 years old. He lived with his 
family at 5210 Princeton avenue and was well 
known in the neighborhood. Morris is pro- 
prietor of a grocery at 130 Forquer street. -

Plan to Combine All the Transportation 
Companies on the Northern 
Waterways. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—It is 
reported in marine circles here that effurts 


-are being made in Chicago to form a combine 


to obtain control of all of the passenger 
steamers doing business on Lake Michigan 
except those of the Grand Haven and Flint 
and Pere Marquette lines and place them 
under a single management. The steamers 
thus sought to be controlled are those of the 
Goodrich and Hurson lines, the Graham & 
Morton St. Joseph and Benton Harbor line, 
the Northern Michigan line, the Chicago 
and South Haven, Chicago and Michigan 
City, and Chicago and Holland lines, and the 
Lake Michigan and Lake Superior Trans- 
portation line plying from Chicago to Mack- 
inaw City, Sault Ste.

SCRANTON’S DESTRUCTIVE FIRE 


Y. M. C. A. Building Is Destroyed with 
a Loss of a Quarter ofa 
Million. 


Scranton, Pa., Feb. 3.—Fire tonight de- 
stroyed the big Y. M. C. A. Building, which 
contained two stores in addition to the as- 
sociation assembly hall and rooms, a large 
livery stable, a milk distributing depot, and 
one of a row of two-story dwellings. 

A dozen large buildings adjacent caught 
fire and were saved with slight damage. 
All of the city’s twenty-two fire companies 
were called to the scene, and two hours and 
a half after the blaze started they had it 
under control. It is not possible to estimate 
accurately the damage or insurance; but the 
former is probably $225,000. The fire start- 
ed from an explosion of a lot of cinemato- 
graph films used in giving exhibition curtain 
pictures in a vacant store room.

A SAN FRANCISCO MEMBER WHO CALLS 
HIS CONSTITUENTS SHYLOCKS. 
A conceited ignoramus is about the most 
despicable creature who can worm himself 
into Congress, for he not only lowers him- 
self in the estimation of the more intelligent 


‘members whenever he opens his mouth but 


disgraces the district which sent an ass to 
Congress to represent it, 

For illustration, in the debate on Monday 
in the House on the Teller bil! to pay the 
United States bonds in free silver dollars 
worth about 44 cents each, Representative 
Maguire (Dem.) of San Franciséo, Cal., 
said he agreed with Mr. Dingley (Rep.) 
that— 

There were but two sides to this question—justice 
and extortion, the creditor and the debtor. con- 
centrated wealth and manhood, and fhe bondholder 
and the people. It was, he said, the old story of 


démanding more than was nominated in the bond. 

‘Were it not for this man’s astonishing 
and inexcusable ignorance he would not be- 
lieve that the 848 millions of bonds of the 
United States belonged to “ concentrated 
wealth.” As a matter of fact there is no 
other 848 millions of wealth in this country 
held in the hands of such a multitude and 
owned by so prodigious a number of Amer- 
ican people. They-number tens of millions. 
Two hundred and sixty millions of those 
bonds are held in trust or custody by. the 
government itself in the Treasury in Wash- 
ington for the redemption security of all 
the holders of national bank notes; and also 
about 60 millions of them are held for the 
security of the depositors in national bank 
notes if they fail. — 

Here there are nearly 40 per cent of all 
the interést bearing bonds of the govern- 
ment really belonging to the whole mass 
of the people. At least they are held in 
trust by the government for the security 
and benefit of the people. And yet Mr. 
Maguire of San Franeisco made his ridic- 
ulous speech comparing the people to Shy- 
locks who would be seriously harmed if the 
government. paid ‘off those bonds in free 
coinage silver dollars, whose commercial 
-yalue would be less than 50 cerits each. 

Deposits of savings banks to more than 
the amount of 148 millions are invested in 
those bonds. Every dollar paid for those 
bonds was in gold standard money of the 
depositors. There are 160,000 depositors 
in the savings banks of California, who had

half of all those depositors reside in San 


Francisco. Whatever government bonds 
those banks hold for the greater security 
of the depositors were paid for in gold or its 
equivalent; but this long eared donkey of 
a Representative calls the depositors “ ad- 
yocates of extortion” for wanting to have 
the government bonds paid in as good 
money as they paid for them. | 

_ United States bonds to the amount of 
about 80 millions are held by the commer- 
| cial banks. The directors of those banks 
have invested that much of their depositors’ 
gold standard money in them for the same 
reason the savings banks have done it—viz.: 
That it is better to have the money earning 
something than to be lying idle. Further- 
more, it is an advantage to have the money 
invested in securities which can be turned 
'Gnto money good as gold on a day’s notice. 
) Phis.- 80 millions of the deposits of one to 
one and a ‘half millions of the business 
classes really belongs to them. This fellow 
Maguire denounces them as Shylocks. 

The remainder of the outstanding nation- 
‘al bonds are held by trustees and executors 
of widows and orphans and were bought 
and paid for on the gold standard. Some 
old men who have retired from active busi- 
ness life have made investments in govern- 
ment bonds. 

The bonds are thus seen to belong @i- 
rectly and indirectly almost to the whole 
people whom Maguire denounces and asks 
to have the government cheat. He likens 
the millions of American bondowners to 
Shylock, whom he seeks to have the feder- 
al government cheat out of what it owes 
them. | 

All those who voted for him in 1896 who 
are directly or indirectly interested in gov- 
ernment bonds, through savings or commer- 
cial banks or otherwise, will vote this year 
to leave him at home whenever it dawns 
on their minds that he is in Washington 
doing all in his power by speech and vote 
to cause the government to swindle them 
out of one-half what it owes them and one- 
half of what others owe by smashing down 
the volume of their earnings by More than 
50 per cent. 


ANOTHER GERMAN DISCRIMINATION. 

The German government has suddenly 
prohibited the importation of American 
fresh fruits of évery kind. The ostensible 
reason is to prevent the introduction of in- 
sects which it is alleged infest American 
fruit trees, especially in California, and 
which, if they got a foothold in Germany, 
would injure the trees of the fruit growers 
of that country. - | 

The real reason is the demand of those 
fruit growers for protection against Ameri- 


ean fruit, especially apples. Of late years, 
when the apple crop in this country has been 


good, there have been heavy exportations. 
The total value of exports of green and ripe 
apples during the last fiscal year was 215 
million dollars. The American fruit has 
been finding its way into Germany in in- 
creasing quantities, and owing to its supe- 
‘rior quality has competed successfully with 
the homegrown product. 
There have been intimations of late that 
this competition might be stopped to satisfy 
the German fruit raisers, but nobody ex- 
pected that action would be taken so ab- 
ruptly. Instead of giving shippers due no- 
tice the order of exclusion has been issued 
so suddenly that the unloading at Hamburg 
of 16,000 barrels of American apples which 
had just arrived there has been forbidden. 
_ _Bvidently the German government wishes 
to make its action as offensive as possible. 
The “sanitary grounds” on which this 
order is based are preposterous. The ex- 
perts of the Agricultura] department state 
that the California fruit is the freest from 
-yermin of any in the whole country, and 
that “there is little or no ground for the 
assertion that American fruit shipped 
abroad is unsanitary.” If Germany wishes 
to protect German fruit raisers let it put a 
duty on the imported fruit instead of pro- 
hibiting its importation on false grounds 
ealculated to discredit that fruit in other 
European countries. 
Fortunately the United States is not com- 
pelled to submit for a day to this offensive 
treatment. The act of Aug. 30, 1890, pro- 
vides that— | 
Whenever the President shall be satisfied that 
unjust discriminations are made by or under the 
authority of any foreign state against the im- 
portation to or sale in such foreign state of any 
product of the United States he may direct that 
such products of such foreign state so discriminat- 
ing against any product of the United States as 
he may deem proper shall be excluded from tm- 
portation to the United States; in such case he 


shall make proclamation of his direction in the 
premises, and therein name the time when such 


direction against imovortation shall take affect.

German exports to this country have 
fallen off somewhat since the enactment 
of the Dingley tariff law. But the United 
States is still an extensive purchaser of 
German wines, woolens, and cutlery, The 
President can prohibit the importation of 
any one or all of these commodities. 

Of course he will not act on the strength 
of newspaper reports. He will wait till 
be has heard from the American Ambassa- 


dor at Berlin. If he confirms the reports > 


which have been printed then the Presi- 
dent will not hesitate to strike back. 


GENERAL SCHOFIELD ON HAWAII. 

There are signs of a concerted attack 
just now “all along the line” against the 
annexation of Hawaii. One of the evi- 
dences of this is furnished in the labored 
argument by Professor von Holst in this 
city a few evenings since, just as the sugar 
trust was beginning to get in its work with 
a view to coercing the beet sugar farmers 
in Nebraska and to influence the views of 
United States Senators in opposition to the 
measure, ‘There is evidently something 
more than a mere accidental coincidence in 
these events, occurring simultaneously in 
widely separated parts of the Union. 

The opponents of annexation have direct- 
ed their attention largely of late to efforts 
either to decry.and minimize the value of 
the islands to the United States as a means 
of increasing our resources or to show that 
their possession would prove a source of 
absolute weakness. So zealous have been 
their efforts in this direction in pamphlets, 
magazine articles, circular letters, etc., with 
which they have been flooding the country, 
that they do not seem to have stopped short 
even of forgery. Of this character haé been 
a pamphlet recently issued under the title 
of “ Hawaiian Annexation Scheme (a Sugar 


-Trust Plot) Exposed by General Scho- 


field.” The Washington Evening Star has 
recently exposed the fraud contained in 
this document by showing that, beyond a 
brief reference to Pearl Harbor written by 
General Schofield in 1878, and having no 
reference ® the question of annexation as 
it now stands, there was not a word from 
General Schofield in the whole pamphlet. 
At the same time the Star prints a letter 
from General Schofield, written® from St. 
Augustine, Fla., some three weeks ago 
(Jan. 12, 1898), and addressed to Senator 
John T. Morgan of Alabama, in which he 
exposes the fraudulent use attempted to be 
made of his name in the most thorough 


j manner. Some of the more important and 


significant parts of his letter are the follow- 
ing: 

From the time, twenty-five years ago, when I 
made a personal examination for the purpose of as- 
certaining the value of those islands to this country 


{ for military and naval purposes, I have always 


regarded ultimate annexation of the islands to 
this country as a public necessity. 


Speaking of the natural strength of Pearl 
Harbor, which was presented by Hawaii 
to the United States government years 
ago, and which affords a most commanding 
position for the protection of the islands, 
the General says: | 


I have likened that harbor to a commanding po- 
sition in front of a defensive line which an army 
in the field is compelled to occupy. The army must 
occupy that advanced position and hold it at what- 


. ever cost, or else the enemy will occupy it with 


his artillery and thus dominate the main line. 
If we do not occupy and fortify Pearl Harbor our 
enemy will occupy it az a base from which to 
conduct operations against our Pacific coast and 
the Isthmian Canal, which must, of course, in due 
time be constructed and controlled by this country. 
The possession of such a base at a convenient 
fliistance from our Pacific coast would be a great 
temptation to an unfriendly nation to undertake 
hostile operations against us. 


General Schofield proceeds further to de- 
scribe Pearl Harbor as “ a deep, land-locked 
arm of the sea,” capable of being “ easily 
defended by fortifications placed near its 
mouth, with its anchorage beyond the reach 
of guns from the ocean,” where cruisers or 
warships, as well as merchant vessels, be- 
hind the Jand defenses would find “ abso- 
lute security against a naval attack.” The 
improbability of any nation making an at- 
tack upon such a position with a formida: 
ble military force must be apparent, when 


the difficulty of transporting such a force 


so long a distance by sea is taken into ac- 
count. General Schofield adds: 


The value of such a place of refuge and of sup- 
plies for our merchant marine and our crulsers 
in time of war can hardly be overestimated. Yet 
the greatest value to us of that wonderful harbor 
consists in the fact that its position and adequate 
defense by us prevents the possibility of an 
enemy. using it against us. .. .-We must ac- 
cept the islands and hold and govern them, or else 
let some other great nation do it. | 


This,. let it be remembered, is the view 
of an experienced and able military officer, 
who saw service during our late war. 
Whose opinion should be of the most weight 
as to the value and defensibility of the 
islands—that of a civilian strongiy preju- 
diced against the acquisition of the Ha- 
wajian Islands on theoretical grounds, like 
Professor von Holst, or a practical military 
man, who has visited the islands, like Gen- 
eral John M. Schofield—every intelligent 
and impartial reader will be able to judge 
for himself. 


THE GOLD BRICK INDUSTRY. 

If all that Mrs. Edna Gordon says is true 
the gold brick business is exceedingly prof- 
itable in spite of all the newspapers have 
done to harm it. They have wazned the 
community time and again that gold in 
bricks or in any other form cannot be bought 
for less than it is worth. But human 
credulity and cupidity are deaf to the 
preachings of the papers. 

According to Mrs. Gordon, three men who 
are experts in the gold brick industry were 
able during two years to make profits 
amounting to nearly half a million dollars 
by selling brass for gold. No legitimate 
business has paid dividends to compare with 
those which these three men pocketed. 

Most of the cases of swindling specified by 
Mrs. Gordon do not seem to have been made 
public at the time. The losers may have 
reported to the police, but felt ashamed to 
let their neighbors know how badly they 
hgd been swindled. Often the purchaser of 


a gold brick has been told that the sellers | 


have not a goodgitle. Therefore if the man 
who has been cheated tells the whole story 
he has to admit not only that he was a fool 
but that he was a dishonest fool, 

As a rule nobody has much sympathy for 
men who buy gold bricks. They generally 
think they are buying stolen property or are 
taking an advantage of some one who is 
hard up. There are instances of course 
where the buyer is an unmitigated simple- 


ton and nothing else, but usually the pros- | 


pect of semi-illegitimate gain lures the pur- 
chaser. 

It is complimentary to the intelligence . 
and honesty of the people of Illinois that 
not one of the cases mentioned by Mrs. Gor- 
don happened in this State. Most of the 
sufferers seem to have been Pennsyl- 
vanians, Ohioans, Indianians, and New- 
Yorkers. There must be living east of Illi- 
nois a great many people who do not read. 
the papers or who think they are wiser than 
the papers. | 

There are certain petty forms of swin- 
dling which seem to have died out. Among 
them are the pocketbook and the dropped 
ring games. Little has been heard of the’ 


more important “ green goods ” business 


tee. But the gold brick business is still a 
gold mine for the ablest rascals who 
engaged in it. | 


QUINLAN’ RTUNE, 
The case of iy Quinlan Jr., late 


cashier and one of the directors of the 
Chemical National Bank of New York, 
whose story was told in yesterday's Tris- 
UNE, is not without a certain degree of 
pathos, as viewed from the frank confession 
made by the cashier in explanation of his 
extfaordinary conduct. Mr. Quinlan was 
one of the victims of Francis C. Grable, one 
of those plunging promoters who are a con- 
stant menace to all legitimate business en- 
terprises, and who are ready to boom any 
enterprise however desperate, provided they 
can do 80 on.other people’s money by hyp- 
notizing-them into investment with their 
glib tongues, 

Mr. Quinlan, notwithstanding his long 
banking experience, seems to have been an 
easy victim to Grable’s inducements, as 
well as to his own overconfidence. Without 
any authorization from the officers of the 
bank he loaned $243,000 of its money to 
this Grable, besides $150,000 more to an- 
other promoter named Silver, upon securi- 
ties which are practically worthless. The 
President of the bank, after looking into 
them, says: “ They are possibly worth the 
paper they are printed on, but not worth the 
ink.” When the cashier at Jast realized 
what he had done, and that the bank’s 
money-was lost, he resigned his position and 
made a frank confession to the directors. 

In this confession Mr. Quinlan says he 
has made the loans without autkority, and 
has concealed them from the President by 
improper methods. At the same time he 
avers he has not been interested in these 
loans, nor has he received a dollar from 
them, nor has he speculated to the extent of 
a single share in Wall street. He says: 
“My error has arisen from overconfidence 
in the representations of those to whom 
these loans were made,” and that his resig- 
nation “ terminates a faithful service (until 
the above) of thirty-six years to,the institu- 
tion which has justly been the pride of my 
life.” 

The case of Quinlan may well be set down 
as absolutely unprecedented in the history 
| of American banking. This was not em- 
bezzlement in the ordinary acceptation of 
the term, nor can it fairly be set down as 
stealing, for Quinlan has not enriched him- 
self by a dollar out of the transactions. 
The money has gone, but not into Quinlan’s 
pockets. He was the victim of speculators 
enriching themselves at his expense, and the 
case seems to have been not unlike the 
‘schemes of gold-brick operators. He wus 
overpersuaded. The first loan was not a 
large one and could not hurt the bank—in- 
deed, the aggregate of the loans will not 
hurt it—but it was the first step that was 
the fatal one, for further advances had to 
be made to save the schemes from collaps- 
ing, according to the cunning promoter’s 
statements. The bank will not suffer from 
its cashier’s unwarranted proceedings. All 
the suffering must fall upon the cashier 
himself, who for nearly forty years has 
held a position of trust in the bank, without 
a stain hitherto upon his record, though 
millions upon millions of dollars have passed 
through his hands, and who must have been 
a most competent cashier, as the bank is one 
of the richest and best managed in the coun- 
try. He is turned out upon the world in 
the winter of his life, with no advantage 
from his p ings, with a family to sup- 
port, and with only prospects of enforced 
idleness before him. The community has 
lost confidence in him, Perhaps even worse 
than this, he has lost confidence in himself, 
as may be read between the lines of his con- 
fession. His downfall is the misfortune of 
a life, and it is doubly deplorable when 
a misfortune of this kind comes near the 
close of a life instead of in earlier years, 
when a man has a chance to live down his 
error and get upon his feet again. The 
general lesson, however, is the old familiar 
-one—let other people’s money alone. 


ENGLAND'S BACKDOWN. 

As was to be expected, the exposure of 
Great Britain’s “ backdown” in its ne- 
gotiations with China has produced some- 
thing like consternation among the English 
people, and the leading London papers, both 
Conservative and Liberal, make no effort 
to conceal their mortification and disgust 
with the situation. The government is re- 
ported to be incensed with the premature 
revelation of its policy by the Times, in 
spite of the effort of that paper to gloss the 
matter over by calling it “a graceful con- 
cession.” While the Times’ report was evi- 
dently not “inspired,” in the absence of 
any contradiction from the government or 
any other source it bears evidence of hav- 
ing been derived from “inside sources,”’ 
virtually official in character. 

That the Salisbury administration has 
lost a point which is certain to create a 
political upheaval unless it is able to re- 
coup itself in some manner now seems be- 
yond question. Were a general election to 
be held in thé present temper of the English 
people theré is no risk in saying that the 
result would be overwhelmingly against the 
Conservative party. ~Theré are some indi- 
cations of an attempt to recover lost ground 
in the report coming from Shanghai to the 
effect that the British Indian, Australian, 
and Pacific squadrons have been ordered to 
hold themselves in readiness to reinforce the 
fleet on the Chinese coast, and the intima- 
tion that the British claims in the Yang- 
Tse-Kiang district are to be supplemented 
by the occupation of the Island of Chusan 
if necessary. In view, however, of the 
failure to make good previous boastful pre- 
dictions, supposed to have an_ inspired 
origin, there will be a disposition to wait 
for confirmation before putting entire faith 
in these promises, 

Probably the most significant indication 
of the average sentiment of the English 
nation is furnished by the comment of the 
Conservative London Globe on the situa- 
tion. That paper says: 

No wonder if the opponents of the ministry 
regard it as a national humiliation. when its 
supporters are unable to find a reasonable ex- 
cuse for it. The public was led to believe that 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and other Cabinet Min- 
isters meant what they said, so the Ministers have 
only themselves to thank if they lose prestige at 
home and abroad through the withdrawal of the 
Ta-Lien-Wan demand. England, with her strength 
and enormous resources, has the game in her 
own hands if the Ministers will only play it 
| with the necessary spirit.

TESTING THE BLAND-ALLISON LAW. 
A Michigan free silver Democrat named 


Baker is anxious to prove that the Bland- 


Allison law was unconstitutional because it 
did not provide for the free coinage of 
silver, He is the holder of o small mort- 
gage. The owner of the incumbered prop- 
erty tendered payment in legal tender sil: 
ver. Baker refused to accept it, claiming 
that he must be paid in gold, legal tender 
paper, or an amount of silver the bullion 
value of which equaled the amount of the 
debt. Suit has been commenced to make 
the mortgage-holder accept the silver dol- 
lars, the contract not providing specifically 
for ent in gold.

gon dollars—and the Sherman law dollars 
also—are “ unconstitutional” because the 
government bought silver “ at its depreciat- 


ed price in gold and pocketed the seignior- | 


age.” Mr. Baker thinks that is unlawful, 
but he would be willing to have the govern- 
ment let the silver mine-owner take his de- 
preciated silver to the mint to be coined 
into dollars which the government would 
be under’no obligation to keep at par and 
which would be worth only 44 cents. 

Mr. Baker is a very unreasonable man. 
The 346 Bland-Allison silver dollars which 
were tendered him and which he refused to 
accept are as good as gold, They have the 
same purchasing power as an equal number 
of gold dollars. But if Bryan had bean 
elected and a free coinage law enacted the 
silver dollars coined under it, which Baker 
would have accepted in satisfaction of his 
debt, would have been worth only about 44 
cents apiece. He seems to be anxious to 
be defrauded. ’ 

It is difficult to see what Mr. Baker 
hopes to accomplish by-that suit which he 
has forced the owner of the property on 
which he holds a mortgage to begin. The 
Supreme Court, to which he announces it is 
to be carried, will not deciare the Bland- 
Allison law unconstitutional and lay down 
the doctrine that the government cannot 
buy silver and coin it into coins whose 
bullion value is less than their face value. 

Any such decision as that would inval- 
idate all the laws which have been enacted 
gince 1854 for the coinage of subsidiary 
silver. Since that year the government haa 
bought the silver out of which halves, quar- 
ters, and dimes are coined and has made 
them a limited tegal tender, Their bullion 
Value has been less than their face value 
for over forty years. 

SNor will the Supreme Court, if this case 

aches it, indwige in any obiter dicta about 
the “ econstitutionality ” of the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 or any other 
ratio. It will not declare that Congress 
‘“ ought” to provide any kind of a silver 
coinage. Those are “ political questions,” 
with which the Supreme Court will hold it 
has nothing to do. 

Mr. Baker thinks he is smart. On the 
contrary, he has started out on a wild-goose 
chase, in which he will spend some money 
and gain no glory. 


WILL SPAIN ACCEPT THE INEVITABLE! 
There seems to be substantial foundation 
for the report that the Cuban ineurgents 
have, at least indirectly, approached our 
government with a view to securing its in- 
terveiition to bring the war with Spain to a 
close on the basis cf a monetary considera- 
tion to secure the recognition of their in- 
dependence. | 

While the negotiations have evidently not 
assumed a form rendering it possible to give 
specific details—even if it were advisable 
to do so—it is an outcome of the contest that 
has been regarded as probable for the last 
two years. It may be assumed at the out- 
set that it will arouse anew the indignation 
of the Spanish people, coming, as the re- 
port does, simultaneously with the change 
of policy in reference to the visits of Amer- 
ican, war vessels to Cuban ports. Yet there 
is no sufficient reason for coupling the two 
together except as an accidental coinci- 
dence. 

The interest of the United States in the 
situation in Cuba is Based upon its relations 
to the island, as well as to Spain, in a 
commercial point of view. There has been 
no disposition at any time since the war 
began on the part of any considerable num- 
ber of the American people to interfere with 
the rights of the Spanish government, fair- 
ly and humanely exercised, over its island 
dependency, in spite of the natural sympa- 
thy which the dwellers in a republic might 
be expected to feel in behalf of a people 
struggling for their independence from an 
oppressive monarchical government. There 
is an almost universal acknowledgment now 
that the scheme of so-called autonomy has 
proved a failure, while Governor General 
Blanco has returned from his tour in the 
provinces without having secured the sub- 
mission of a single insurgent leader. In 
this condition of affairs the Spanish gov- 
ernment will soon be compelled to choose 
between continuing a hopeless and expen- 
sive warfare or accepting the inevitable 
by recognizing the independence of the Cu- 
ban peopie. The simple question is whether 
they will have the sagacity to do this while 
they are able to secure some return for the 
sacrifice, or will they continue the war until 
nothing is left worth fighting for? 


Tue opposition in Congress, of whichever 
party it may happen to be, is Msposed to be- 
come hypercritical on small provocation, but 
the Democrats are making a new record in 
that respect. Theadvent of an appropriation 
bill is usually the signal for loud talk on the 
left about billion dollar Congresses and waste 
of public money. But when the fortifications 
and coast defense bill was reported in the 
House they were nonplused for the moment, 
realizing that it would be exceedingly unpop- 
ular in the present state of the public tem- 
per to advocate cheeseparing. So, under the 
leadership of young Mr. McClellan, they at- 
tacked it on the ground that the appropria- 
tion was not large enough. The party in 
power, charged with the grave duty of pre- 
paring the nation against the dangers of 


' sudden attack, is better able to judge of the 


amount of money which can be spent to ad- 
vantage before Congress meets again. Al- 
ready it has appeared that the principal 
coast cities have been equipped with de- 
fenses far stronger and more adequate than 
the public supposed. These Democratic 
eritics would have taken the other tack if

they had imagined they could be greater 
demagogues by so doing. 


Since the Agricultural bureau at Washing- 
ton was raised to the dignity of a Cabinet 
office there have been further suggestions for 
an enlargement of the President's official 
family. One of the most prominent Is for the 
creation of a Department of Industry and 
Commerce, the chief of which shall be a Cab- 
inet officer. The House Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce, which now has 
the matter under consideration, is disposed 
to favor some measure of this character, but 
there is strong opposition to making it a 
Cabinet department, as the Cabinet is suffi- 
ciently large now. In the single Department 
of the Interior there are Bureaus of Educa- 
tion, Railroads, and Indian Affairs which 
would like to be raised in official rank. e 
heads of the Bureaus of Pensions and A ler~ 
ican Republics would like to be Cabinet offi- 
cers. The Controller of the Currency, the 
Director of the Mint, and the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue would not beaverzotoa 
seat at the council table. But where a bu- 


-reau will do the work just as Well there is no 


rgason for creating additional Cabinet places.

It is a familiar experience that, when 
retrenchments are resolved ugon, the coast 
defense expenditures are the first to suffer; 
but the cut has been severer than had been 
generally expected, and severer, we think, 
than the facts warrant. Last year the ap. 
propriations for fortifications wer® if we 
have the correct figures, $9,517,141, and the 
year before they were $7,377,888, while the 
present bill provides but $4,144,912. The 
War department had asked $13,378,571, or 
more than three times what has been con- 
ceded. pe 

The reductions ofsthe estimates have been 
effected mainly by heavy siashings at item 
after item in order. An exception wag 
made of submarine mines and their ad- 
juncts, which got their full $150,000, and 
there is little or nothing to complain of, 
too, in the routine, care, and maintenance 
items for the forts, the ordnance plants at 
West Troy and Watertown, and the Sandy 
Hook proving grounds. 

But in the making and the mounting of 
new guns and mortars the reductions are 
véry great. The Ordnance department has

Status of the Japanese on the

_ GIVES THEM TREATY RIGHTS 


On the Same Footing as Their Country- 
men Now Here.

- ment and that of Japan as represented by 
Minister Toru Hoshi, which by practically 
settling the status of the Japanese in Ha- 
wail removes the only substantial difference 
that has existed between the two govern-

ments. The Japanese government, for its - 


part, announced some’ time ago that it no 
longer cared to interpose any objection to 
annexation of Hawali based on principle. 
- Since that time the correspondence between 
‘Minister Hoshi and the State department 


v has been directed to a satisfactory settle- 


ment of the status of the resident Japanese } 


in Hawaii, and this last point has now been 
‘adjusted so far as the executive branch of 
our government is capable of acting inde- 
pendently, the agreement being reduced to 
the shape of a written memorandum. 
The exact basis of this agreement has not 
yet been made public, but the general scope 
- of it is understood to be a recognition of the 
rights of Japanese in Hawaii to claim equal 
rights with Japanese in the United States 
after the taking effect of the treaty with 
Japan proclaimed in 1895. ‘ 

This document, which has not been gener- 
ally taken into account in the consideration 
of means for adjusting. the questions that 
have arisen over the status of Japanese in 
Hawaii, goes into effect in July next year, 

and among other things it confers upon Jap- 
anese within the territory of the United 
States all of the rights accorded to the citi- 
zens of the most favored nation, which of 
_course carries with it rights of naturaliza- 

‘ tien and the exercise of the rights of fran- 
chise. 

Presuming that annexation is effected, the 
Japanese in Hawaii will in 1899 have the 
same rights @ those in the present limits 
of the United States. All that remains to 
be fixed is the status of the Japanese dur- 
ing the time that must elapse between the 
ratification of the annexation treaty and 
‘the beginning of the operation of the Jap- 
anese treaty in 1899. Inasmuch as the pend- 
ing annexation treaty provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to visit the 
islands and prepare such legislation as may 
be necessary to consummate the amalgama- 
tion of the territories, this last question can 
easily be adjusted’ along with other details 
in the bill to be reported to Congress. 


Legislators Favor Hawaii. 


Springfield, Ill, Feb. 3.—Mr. Anderson 
[Rep.] offered the following resolution in 
the House: 

“Whereas, On June 15, 1897, the Presi- 
dent of the United States caused an annexa- 
tion treaty to be negotiated with the Repub- 
‘lic of Hawaii, which was, on June 16, 1897, 
transmitted to the Senate of the United 
States for confirmation; and | 

“Wheras, There are material advantages 
incidental to the possession and control of 
the Hawalian Islands because of the recog- 
nized strategic value of their geographical 
position and of their commercial impor- 
tance; and 

‘Whereas, Hawaiian civilization, com- 
merce, education, material and social de- 
velopment are the direct result of American 
efforts, making annexation desired on the 
part of both the peoples of the United States 
and the Hawaiian Republic; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the House of Representa- 


tives of the Fortieth General Assembly, the | | 


Senate concurring herein, that we heartily 
commend the position taken by the Senators 
from this State in favor of annexation and 
request their continued exertion in this di- 
rection; and should the matter be presented 
to Congress in the form of legislation, we 
request the codperation of the members 
from this State in the Lower House of Con- 
gress; and 

“ Resolyed, That: this preamble and reso- 
lution be printed and that the Clerk of the 
House be directed to forward copies to the 
Senators and Representatives in Congress 
from this State.’’ 

Mr. Selby [Rep.], speaking in favor of.the 
resolution, said that he was in favor of 

‘ inaugurating a new era in the year 1898. 
He favored the annexation of Hawaii and 
then of Cuba. He said the country had 
never had occasion to greatly regret its 
acquirements of territory. “ Even in the 
bleak and barren Territory of Alaska,” said 
he, “‘we’are now making preparations for 
the development of the country and to get 

_ therefrom the best and most honest money 
to be delved from the earth.”’

PLAN TO PAY OFF OLD CLAIMS. 


Senator Teller Reports Two Bills, One 
g an Appropriation of 


Nearly $10,000,000. 


_D. C., Feb. 8.—Senator Teller, 
the Senate. Committee on 
Claims, today introduced two bills in the 
Senate embodying the results of the com- 
mittee’s investigation under the provision 
of the general deficiency act of last session 
authorizing that committee to investigate 
and report upon meritorious claims against 
the government which are before the com- 
mittee. One of the bills refers numerous 
claims to the Court of Claims, and the other 
is an omnibus measure, providing appropria- 
tions under general heads as follows: 
Court of Claims cases (mostly under the 
Bowman act), $1,840,963; French spoliation 
claims, $1,043,117; under naval contracts, 
$792,500; on account of churches and schools, 
$365,974; claims of States, $4,603,128; mis- 
cellaneous claims, 204; for adjustment 
and settlement (in part), $130,859; total, 
763,253. All but about $2,000 of the claims 
of States allowed are for the refunding of 
moneys advanced for raising troops during 
the war of the rebellion by California, Ore- 
gon, and Nevada. Provision is made for 
the investigation by competent tribunals of 
the claims of Florida and Tennessee against 
the United States and the counter claims 
of the general government against those 
States. Both these contentions are of long 


standing.

Mr. Hinman said among other things that 
he was astonished when ‘he learned of the 
action of the Commercial club, which put 
itself on record against annexation. The 
main argument presented against annexa- 
tion is set forth that annexation would be 
a violation of our traditional policy. 

Mr. Hinman held that the United States 
should ‘annex Hawaii because the island 
would be valuable commercially to the 
United States, and next the country is a 
place of great strategic importance from a 
military standpoint. The island is the key 
ef the Pacific, and under the control of any 
other country would be a standing menace 
to the United States because of it beirg in 
the pathway of Pacific trade and being the 
only coaling station between San Franc'!sco 
and Japan. With Hawaii as a basis of 
hostile military operation the west coast of 
the United States would never be safe. 


Darrow Opposes Annexation. | 


Mr. Darrow said the effort to annex Hawali 
Was a wild excursion of jingoism into un- 
‘known seas and a radical departure from the 
history of the country for over 100 years. 
He was surprised that any body of men who 
supported McKinley should want to annex 
Hawaii from a cemmercial standpoint, as 
the policy of Mr. McKinley was to build a 
stone wall fround the country. The laws of 
trade do not know political boundaries and if 
the United States wants trade let it throw 
epen its ports to the world and business will 
come fast enough. The astounding proposi- 
tion is made to annex an island not up to 
the dignity of Cook County in size, 2,000 
miles away, and then to spend millions of 
dollars in building defenses which will allow 
us to keep the island. : 

‘What will we do with Hawaii after we got 
it?” Mr, Darrow exclaimed, “‘ We can get 
it, for every other nation earth has re- 
fused to take the island. Bven England has 
passed it by. They are an alien people, with 
no power for assimilation and no desire to 
assimilate. If we start to take Hawaii we 
might as well go ahead and take all the 
other islands in the Pacific, then take Cuba 
and the other West Indies, and finally make 
& grand windup with Ireland, which really 
does want to be annexed. Ruin and destruc- 
tion would surely overcome the United 
States in starting out on a career of colonial 
agsgrandizement,” 


W. K. Sullivan Follows. 


W. I. Marshall called into question some of 
Mr. Darrow’s alleged misstatements of sta- 
tistics, and then W. K. Sullivan took the 
floor. Mr. Sullivan said he had formerly 
been Consul to Bermuda, and that he learned 
then that a great mistake had been made by 
not annexing those islands when they for- 
merly belonged to Virginia. Now there are 
big coaling stations there, and the British 
squadron can sail from Bermuda to New 
York in seventy hours. We let go of the 
islands, and have never ceased to regret it, 
If we refuse the Hawalian offer he would 
prophesy that another generation would 
have to fight to secure what we once wan- 
tonly refused.

ican Sugar Growers’ society. This society Is 
a voluntary organization, made up of men 
who believe that every condition exists in 
this country for the production of sugar and 
that our own farmers should be given an 
opportunity to growit. It includes both beet 
and cane enthusiasts, and its officers, one and 
all, serve without compensation. From its 
first organization this society has fought the 
American sugar trust, and in turn has been 
favored with the uncompromising hostility 
of the trust. When the Dingley law was 
being framed we opposed the demands of the 
trust from start to finish, and by stirrirg up 
farmers and sugar growers brought suffi- 
clent pressure to bear at Washington to se- 
cure the adoption of schedules favorable 
to the home growth of sugar. Any claim 
that in our present effort we have support 
from the American sugar trust is absolutely 
false. We are acting upon our own respon- 
sibility and upon our own judgement. 

“IT have no knowledge that the American 
sugar trust is opposing annexation, It is 
being used asa scarecrow by the Annexation 
bureau, but let me call attention to the fact 
that the Senators always popularly identi- 
fied with this trust are favorable to anhex- 
ation, while its opponents in the Senate are 
those Senators who have consistently op- 
posed the machinations of the trust. There 
may be good grounds for the suspicion that 
the American sugar trust and the Hawaiian 
sugar trust, partners heretofere in more than 
one scheme of spoliation, are secretly work- 
ing together. At any rate, the agricultural 
opposition, which now promises to defeat the 
whole scheme, comes from a sincere belief 
that annexation means postponement for 
a long time, if not permanently, of the de- 
velopment of American beet sugar. 

“Upon what do we base this belief? In 
1897 Hawaii shipped to the United States over 
500,000,000 pounds of sugar. That is enough 
to supply the annual consmuption of the 
whole territory west of the Missouri River. 
The cost of producing sugar in Hawaii iy less 
than two cents a pound, according to the 
annual reports of some of the plantations. 
Retining at Pacific coast refineries costs less 
than halfacenta pound. Freight rates from 
Honolulu to Missouri River points are about 
three-fourths of a cent a pound. Hawaiian 
sugar, then, can be delivered in lowa and 
Nebraska for three to three and one-fourth 
cents per pound. In the beginning it costs 
us to produce beet sugar not less than four 
cents. Up to this time Hawaiian sugar, 
meéting no domestic competition, has sold 
at the price fixed by sugars imported and 
tariff paid. Just a8 soon as the beet com- 
petition becomes formidable the Hawaiian 
planters will cut their price long enough to 
kill off the American beet sugar, drive cap- 
ital out of it, and then up will go prices 
again. It wfll be the old story of foreign 
manufacturers throttling an American in- 

-dustry, and after they have killed this com- 
petition again overtaxing the American con- 
sumer to recoup their losses. So long as the 
islands are not annexed the possibility of 
tariff protection will restrain them from any 
such cutthroataction. After annexation the 
American sugar industry will be absolutely 
at the mercy of the Hawalian sugar trust for 
all time.”

IT HAS PUBLIC APPROVAL. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Springfield, Feb. 3. 

The session of the Senate today was ex- 
ceedingly tempestuous. President Pro Tem. 
Fisher presided and the Senate got away 
with him. The primary election bill came 


“over from the House and as soon as the 


amendments were read the trouble began. 
Senator Humphrey made a point that the 
House amendments had not been printed, 
and thereupon a wordy war broke out, which 
ran for the best part of an hour, 

The bill in question contained an emer- 
gency clause, and it was deemed advisable 
to give it thirty-four affirmative. votes, thus 
preventing any question as to its constitu- 
tidnality. Now, when the vote was taken, 
Anthony, Bollinger, Dwyer, Humphrey, Fitz- 
patrick, Lundin, and Netterstrom were pres- 


ent, but vote they would not, and vote they 


did not. On the question of concurring in 
the House amendments twenty-eight affirm- 
ative votes were recorded. Mahoney {[Dem.] 
voted in the affirmative. Had the other Sen- 
ators above mentioned voted with their 
party the matter would have been settled, 
but it is up in the air now and Senator Craw- 
mre has given notice of a motion to recon- 
sider. 

There is a strong feeling here that Sen- 
ator Dwyer and some of his immediate 
friends do not want the primary election 
bills, although they have been howling for 
them ever since the extra session convened. 
Some people hold to the opinion that two 
or three of the Cook County Republican 
bosses would be pleased if these bills were 
beaten. If they can not defeat them outright 
they want to prevent their passage with the 
emergency clause; then they will not be 
available for the spring campaign. But the 
amendments made by the House will be con- 
curred in one day next week. As soon asthe 
voters of Cook County understand what is 
being attempted here and who are behind the 
movement public opinion will be so pro- 
nounced that the amendments will be con- 
curred in. 


Revenue Bill a Special Order. 


The revenue bill came over from the 
House. It was read a first time and made 
a special order on second reading for Tues- 
day morning. Quite a number of the Sena- 
tors wanted it referred to the Committee on 
Municipalities, while others wanted it tu go 
to the Committee on Revenue. Neither par- 
ty was strong enough to swing it on the 
floor of the Sénate, so it will be taken up 
next Tuesday morning and possibly be dis- 
cussed in Committee of the Whole. The 
contest is over the control of the measure. 
Some of the Senators want te substitute 
the Senate bill for the House bill and get 
it into a conference committee. Others want 
to put it in the Committee on Municipalities, 
where they can deliberate what to do with 
it. There was quite a battle over the prop- 
osition in the Senate. 

The Democrats, under the leadership of 
Senator Mahoney, were putting up a pretty 
stiff fight. Senator Dunlap wafted to get 
the bill in his committee. But they were 
OL!y sparring for wind. It was not a sin- 
cere fight for any definite purpose. It was 
simply to gain time. But there were more 
peints of order and parliamentary ques- 
tions raised in the course of the battle than 

he Senate has propounded for some weeks. 

he Clerks were almost daft trying to 
eep account of the motions and counter 
motions.

FOR PRIMARIES UNDER NEW LAW 


Board of Election Commissioners Pre- 
paring for Business as Provided 
in the Measure. 


Confident that Governor Tanner will sign 
the primary election bill passed at Spring- 
field on Wednesday the Board of Blection 
Commissioners proceeded yesterday to get 
ready for business under the new law. Hav- 


ing an emergency clause attached it will bé 


in effect just as soon as the Governor at- 
taches his signatube thereto. That means 
all the forthcoming town and Aldermanic 
primaries will have to be held in accordance 
with the new law. , 

It devolves, therefore, upon the board to 
plan the primary districts, appoint judges 
and clerks, furnish ballot boxes, poll books, 
tally sheets, and blank certificates of tiec- 
tion to be filled in by the judges and clerks 
with the names of the delegates elected. 

It is understood beth the Republican and 
Democratic machines are arranging to eiect 
delegates at the first primaries of each party 
for the Aldermanic conventions, the town 
conventions, and county conventions, which 
in turn will select delegates to the State con- 
ventions. As each party will hold its own 
primaries there will be two for the spring 
cohventions and two for the conventions 
later in the season to nominate county tick- 
ets, making in all four this year. 

The board thinks $89,000 will be sufficient 
to cover the entire expense, and that is the 
sum it has, on estimates made by Chief Clerk 
Powell, asked the Council to appropriate. 
He figures each primary will cost upout 
$7,500. That ison the basis of 400 districis. 

Each party, or rather the factions support- 
ing a particular set of delegate candidates, 
will have to stand the expense of printing its 
own tickets. F. 8 Baird, chairman of the 
board, said last evening that complete lists 
of the names of men picked out by the party 
organizations for judges and clerks in every 
ward have been received, are being printed, 
and will be turned over to Judge Carter next 
‘Monday for hjs approval.

Just Complaint Against Government. 

Secretary Gage, the first speaker on the

It is chet complaint against govern- 
ment issues of paper money that, though 
obedient to the legislative will, it is never- 
theless not in harmony with higher econom- 
ic law which blesses the obedient and pun- 
ishes. all violation, whether the violation be 
willful or through ignorance. A true credit 
instrument, truthfully evidencing that a 
thing of value has passed—yet still exists in 
fact—even if transformed in shape and sub- 
stance—such an instrument is clothed with 
the quality of legitimacy. If the fact be 
otferwise, if the value passed has been 
consumed, destroyed, or lost, the credit in- 
strument itself becomes a commercial in- 
terloper, a misleading token; nor can Kings, 
Emperors, or Senates change the fact. 

**T have trespassed upon my time. I can 
only point out the fact that our own legal 
tender notes, dear as they are to the patriot- 
ic heart, serviceable as they were in a great 
crisis, are yet out of accord with the true 


economic laws. 
Evidence of Value Consumed. 


‘* The value for which they were originally 

issued was immediately consumed or de- 
stroyed. As now reissued they are evi- 
dences of a value already consumed by the 
‘ssuer, or of services aiready past. These 
notes operating in the commercial field, 
thus differentiated from the true credit in- 
struments which commerce can create, and 
if left at reasonable liberty will itself cre- 
ate, must somewhere work injury, even if 
we cannot distinctively point it out. 
. “In ‘my opinion it ‘s here that business 
receives an injury, general and wide reach- 
ing, through its forced relations to govern- 
ment paper money.

which affect for good or ill his country’s 
weifare.”’ 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A new schedule of rates on fireproof warehouses 
will be adopted by the Underwriters’ association. 
A new rating for warehouses was recently adopted 
but applied only to semi-fireproof structures. It 
was found that under the practical operation of 
the schedule the modern buildings constructed as 
nearly fireproof: as it is possible to make them 
paid about the same rate as the inferior class of 
buildings The Sibley company and others of the 
public warehouse ‘concerns filed a protest with the 
board, stating that the care in erecting the butld- 
ings was due to the expectation of reducing ex- 
penses in order to meet outside competition. A 
new schedule was asked to apply to the strictly 
fireproof warehouses. The superintendent of 
rating of the association was instructed at the 
meeting yesterday to make new rates on this class 
of buildings until a schedule covering all ware- 
house property could be adopted by the board. 
The matter has been referred to the Executive 
committee to report at the meeting of the asso- 
ciation two weeks from yesterday. 

A demand has been made on the Executive com- 
mittee of the Underwriters’ association that the 
** annex *’ question be decided at once. The de- 
mand comes from one of the largest companies in 
La Salle street, and it is understood will be fol- 
lowed by other eoncerns unless a ruling is made 
on the three-agency limit within a few days. The 
stand taken by the Underwriters’ associations that 
they have the right of three-agency representa- 
tion in addition to those of the individual com- 

nies is regarded as certain to result in serious 
trouble in the board unless a compromise is 
reached. It is reported that Insurance Commis- 
sioner Van Cleave will be asked to enforce his 
ruling against the compacts in case the Executive 


°committee should approve their course in appoint- 


ing three agents. A meeting of the Executive 
committee will be held today, when the matter will 
be considered.

But why not ask me when I was first 
here? That probably antedated the arrival 
of most of you gentlemen. It was in’ 1855, 
and I can assure you that the Chicago of that 
day bore but little resemblance to the mag- 
nificent creation of today. It wasa hustling, 
active city and full of promise, but I think 
few, even of the most sanguine of its cit!- 
zens, ever dreamed of the evolution out of

_ Split on Track Elevation. 


Manager Parsons and Attorney Pulver, 
representing the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railway, and A. J. Graham, for the West 
Park Commissioners, were before the Com- 
mittee on Track Elevation yesterday regard- 
ing the new track elevation ordinance it is 
proposed to draw for that railway.

Mayor’s Salary Held Up.

Text of the Letter.
